A generally excellent sup-

A visit to a Warner Bros. set 
during the filming of that stu- 
dio’s “One More Tomorrow,” 
currently at the Strand, would 
have resulted in giving a Hol- 
lywood newcomer a rather con- 
fusing lesson in movie terminol- 
ogy.

Then 
Godfrey huddled with his script 
clerk and cinematographer Bert 
Glennon and announced: 

“We'll print take three.” 

By this time, 
of course, any 
visitor who'd 
been listening 
would have 
thought the 
act was peo- 
pled by cuck- 
oos. Carson 
was forbidden 
to give a dou- 
ble take, but 
they did take 
a shot of his 
little take and 
wound up~ by 
printing take three when there 
wasn’t even a double take in 
the first place. 

To clear the atmosphere, 
here’s the translation of the mo- 
vie-making jargon: 

“To take’ means to shoot a 
scene with the camera. 

“Take” is a scene that’s been 
shot. “Takes” are numbered in 
the order of their making and 
the director picks out the one 
he likes best for printing. 

“Take” is also a facial reac- 
tion. A “big take” veers on 
mugging; a “little take” is a 
small reaction—in very poor 
favor with comedians like Car- 
son. And a “double take” is a 
quick reaction, a pause and then 
a big reaction—strictly a Car- 
son specialty.

Hollywood free-lance photog- 
raphers, fifty-seven strong, re- 
cently went on record to the 
effect that Ann Sheridan is “the 
girl we’d most like to cover an 
assignment with.”
